By the party \ve don't mean the people who voted for 


Democrats on Nov. '2. but the office holders, comrnitteemen 
and others occupied \vith year-round politics. The mood of 
delighted amazement, confidence and unity in victory that 
prevailed on Nov. 3 has passed. In its place are the same 
divisions and differences that seemed at one time to have 
split the Democrats hopelessly and thus assured Governor 
Dewey's victory. 


The GOP-Southern Democrat coalition is strong. So far 


it has nullified the substantial Democratic majority which 
was counted on to enact Mr. Truman's domestic prosram. 


Now there is a possibility that almost none of the pro- 


gram will survive in the form in which the president pre- 
sented it. The 75-cent minimum wage bill has been approved 
by a house commttee. but with limited amendments. Rent 
control was pretty well hobbled by the house 
And the sen- 


ate filibuster has sunk the civil rights bill, at least for the 
present.
